THE MOLLY MAGUIRE MU IH.II'R TRIALS.
Tue trinl of the Molly Maguire murderers

at Pottsville continues to atbrict much at-

tention, particularly thronghout the anthra-
cite conl felds.  The five first nrrested for
the murder of n policemun Yost were confi-
dent of scquittal until they heard the ovi-
dence of MePurlan, the Pinkerton detective,
who went to Schuylkill county, aud staid
there, joining the mupderons Mollies iu
April, 1874, sinee which time he bas lived
unid assoviuted with them for the purpose of
ferreting out their crimes.  The trial is not
yet concluded, but there is little hope for the
prisoners,unless MeParlin's evidence is con-
tradicted. M. Kerrigan, wife of the man
who made the confessions as to the murder,
was sworn, and suid Kerrigan lelt home on
the evening of July dth, having o londed
pistol in his possession, and thut he didnot
return uantil the moring following, when he
told lier he hnd shot Yost. It will be re-
membered that Kerrigan swore or stated in
his confession the MeGeban wnd Boyle, did
the shooting, and that he merely led them
to the mountaivs subsequently,  Mra. Kerri-
gan isthe first witness yet produced to prove
that Kerrigan ever admitted 1o any one that
he committed the deed  The fiest purt of
her testimony, howeyer, corroborates thst of

Kerrigan.
